As the fall semester approaches,. ntllr^i- ;uul universities 
across the nation .arc preparing foj* the resumption of radical cam¬ 
pus activity. The tactics scent, in most inst iLnl i -ns, intellectually 
"eared l»> cast the students in lh« role of co-th*lerminalor* of aca- 
dentic as well ax disciplinary community policy and on the ether 
hand to beef tip campus security forces capable of maintaining order 
and relative tranquility no matter what, fast events (at Harvard 
anti Columbia., for example) have, in the knowledgeable opinion ••f 
principal administrators, tended to sympatheti/.e college moderates 
from both (acuity and student body when outside police authorities 
arc summoned. Tin* well-reasoned objective then of President 
Cordier at Columbia, Clliotl at George Washington. Puscy at Harvard 
and many others is to keep campus revolt familial <f pnssiltlr, l«>r.al- 
i/.ed if j)i*ssihle and under control within Ihe academic commune. 
Undoubtedly, the strong possibility of infvi nging. limiting, anr! 
rest r it liup l-Vderal legislation, Looming in I In* background, should 
academe lie tumble to solve its varied problems, has crossed the 
minds of secondary educators. Notre Paine's president Ilrslmrgh 
eloquently summed up the societal juxtaposition of the universities 
in America last year when he said that an inclinable asset of a free 
society is manifested in anti enhanced by a system of educational 
freedom. Once the teacher is controlled in what lie may Leach and 
hmv he may teach it, other accouterments and vestiges of individual 
Liberty arc in serious jeopardy. 

A number of past hot spots are also trying to remove the 
cause of protest, he they local problems «>r general and universal 
in nature. At Colombia, L>r. Cordier has nmHiunced plans for 
building low rent, high rise apartments for students, faculty mem¬ 
bers, and Harlem dwellers in Morningside Heights (originally a 
gymnasium and sports arena was planned, on the properly). At 
Maryland, American University. George WashingLon University, 
and many other schools, r ecr uiting of Negro students is in high 
gear. George Washington willingrcasc its Negro enrollment by. 

25 percent (in a total-student body of 13,000, still only about 200 
Negroes will attend George Washington in September). On other

Tin* Ohio nmimuiH'B have been plagued vv*iIli minwnnis 
difficulties. Physical problems, sin li ns filth and the lack of 
any sanitary considerations in the communal houses is reported. 
Ideological differences, personality clashes, and run-ins with 
police have hampered a smooth operat ion. SI)S has apparently 
been unable to all raet wide support for this program either in 
other Ohio ermuininil ies or in rniioinini: stales, ’I hereto re, 
while individual graduates may create problems in emuim: 
months.il is not likely that large scab* and general disturbances 
will be precipitated l»v the Ohio SWII'ers. 

VVliat fall holds «>n Mur American college scene defies 
definitive prediction. Events on one campus may well t rigger 
activity on another that otherwise might not have occurred, „ 

The targets are clear. The Negroes will seek "black relevancy" 
through adoption of a black studies propram and "blink identity" 
through the functioning of a black student union. I be primary 
radieal student targets are the war, tin; draft, l\OT(’ nationally 
and local favorites such as cued dorms, fewer social restrictions, 
pot and lialltu inop.enics, and on some campuses, adoption of a 
free speech propram. Radical successes will probably be fewer 
than last year, white-black dialogues will also l>o fewer and more- 
strained and hopefully the heretofore silent, moderate magna- 
majorily will more forcibly evidence its desires and presence.
